Mott Talkative, It Is Said, of All tho 
■ritiah Islandors. 

Is tbe Welshman tbo most garrulous 
man in the British Isles? The result 
of an Impartial test by a London news- 
paper has shown that for actual talka¬ 
tiveness the typical Welshman beads 
the list; next in order come Irishmen, 
then Scots, and last ot all the English¬ 
man. . 

Unobtrusively made In n number ot 
well known London restaurants, clubs 
and pnbllc places, the tests Invariably 
gave the same results. By means of 
a test watch tbe following table was 
compiled; 

Welshmen—Very talkative, animated 
In manner and speaking at an average 
rate of 200 words a minute. 

Irishmen—Also very talkative, but 
leu animated In manner; average rate 
ef speech, 160 words. 

Scotchmen—Far less talkative and 
deliberate In manner; spoke at an av¬ 
erage rate of 120 words. 

Englishmen—Almost silent, rarely 
tbe flrat to speak; dogmatic and delib¬ 
erate In manner, speaking 100 to 120 
words a minute. --

The Way It Carried Him From Aspern- 
Essling te Wagram. 

Professor J. Holland Bose In ‘Tbs 
Personality of Napoleon” writes of Na¬ 
poleon’s courage. He says that his 
personality “never stood forth se 
grandly as after a defeat” Tbe most 
serious blow In the middle part of his 
career was that dealt him by the Arch¬ 
duke Charles at Aspern-Essling, north¬ 
east of Vienna. Tbe Austrians were 
nearly double him In strength. The 
bridges over tbe Danube had been 
broken down In Ula rear. Hls great 
marshal, Lannes, had been killed, and. 
In fact, be bad suffered a terrible re¬ 
verse. All his generals were for re- 
treat but he withstood tbem, and Pro¬ 
fessor Bose ranks tbe next six weeks 
“among tbe most glorious of bis mili¬ 
tary career.” He secured new troops, 
deceived bis enemy by false move¬ 
ments and finally defeated him at 
Wagram. 

But a decline came to Such a pro¬ 
digious man. He himself said at Bt 
Helena that he bad been spoiled by 
success. It was naturpl that tbe vie 
tor in fifty pitched battles and Innu¬ 
merable smaller engagements should 
come to believe himself omniscient 
and Invincible. It was this hardening 
of tbe mind that betrayed him Into tbs 
Bussian campaign, that caused him to 
refuse all compromise Id 1813 and 1814 
and that led him to defeat by hls In¬ 
feriors. Wellington and Blucher, at 
Waterloo, just as Hfronlbal was final¬ 
ly beaten by bis Inferior, Sclplo, at 
Znma. --—- 


TRAVELER’S LUNCH, 


Horn* Fgr* Often Better Than Dining 
Car Maals. 

To pnek lunch for a traveler re¬ 
quires much more finesse and care 
than If you were preparing for a day’s 
picnic. Traveling Is apt to be tire¬ 
some, for long hours of riding, even In 
a comfortable twentieth century train, 
have many drawbacks, and If a lunch 
Is to be enjoyed on the road tbe same 
must be the' acme of daintiness. Many 
travelers prefer to carry several meals 
Instead of patronizing the dining car 
service when golDg ou a long journey, 
and If each meal is packed separately 
and offers enough variety there la no 
reason why the last should not be as 
enjoyable as tbe first Have white, 
clean pasteboard boxes, wrap each In 
a white paper and mark neatly. Use 
the best grade of white paper nap¬ 
kins, dishes and waxed paper. A 
small fruit knife or butter spreader, 
aluminium fork and spoon and a col¬ 
lapsible cup can be carried In one's 
grip. 

When using these recipes remember 
all measurements are level. Use a 
graded half pint measuring cup and 
sift flour before measuring. 

Pimento Cheeso Sandwiches. 

One soft cream cheese, one teaspoon- 
ful of cream, one canned red pimen¬ 
to. one teaspoon,ful of pimento oil; 
mash the cheese with tbe cream to a 
smooth paste, cut pimento Into small 
bits, add that and the oil which will be 
found in tbe can, mix well and then 
spread on unsweetened crackers. 

Boston Sandwjches. 

One cupful of baked beaus, two thin 
slices of bacon, one teaspoonful of 
ketchup, one teaspoonful of mustard 
sauce, steamed brown bread. .Ron the 
beans through a'fruit press, cut tbe 
bacon luto tiny cubes and fry to a 
golden crispness; drain off the fat and 
add tbe cubes to tbo beans; add other 
Ingredients and run to n smooth paste; 
spread between thin buttered slices of 
brown bread. 

Marshmallow Fingers. 

Split lady fingers and spread with 
marshmallow Icing, put n little sprin¬ 
kling of gronnd almonds between, 
press together and ice on both sides, 
placing a half blanched almond on 
each center.

An Interesting method of protecting 
peach trees from frost during tbe win¬ 
ter baa been practiced for several 
years at the agricultural experiment 
station at Canyon.

Early In No¬ 
vember the earth la removed from a 
circle sbqet--four feet In diameter 
round each tree, and water Is turned In 
to saturate tho soil. When tbe ground 
has become soft the tree la worked 
back and forth to loosen the roots and 
Is theD pushed over on Its side. The 
branches are brought together aod 
fastened with n cord, and burlap cov¬ 
ered with earth Is put over them. 

Thus the trees He snug until spring, 
when the covering Is gradually loos¬ 
ened and finally removed, and they ar* 
raised and propped up.—Bocky Moun¬ 
tain News.

The Toll of the Storm I British Plan is Desirable 


Dnriog the past few days Canada 
and the United States have been 
grieved with the oewa ooming in of 
Ihe storm which overwhelmed the 
Great Lakes recently. The loss 
of life has been estimated at about 
160, and the,loss of property is 
estimated to be in the neighbor¬ 
hood ol $5,000,000 Other dis¬ 
coveries of loss, both of lives and 
property, may be made as time 
goes on but it is difficult to say 
how the estimates will match the 
aotnal calamity. 

Up to the present oue hundred 
and ninety-five lives were lost on 
4 Lake Huron, forty-eight on Lake 
Superior, seven on Lake Michigan, 
end six on Lake Erie, Those are 
the-approximate estimates. 

In reading the aooonnta as they 
have come through day after day, 
it is diffionlt to realize the immense 
wave of sorrow whioh has passed 
over the neighborhood of the dis¬ 
aster. People from the east, and 
those whose lives have at one time 
been in touch with the sea, will 
have hearty sympathy with those 
homes whioh have been so sudden¬ 
ly bereaved. And yet we, who are 
so immone from danger of a like 
kind are" apt to hear of these 
things and $ass them by as purely 
' impersonal happenings at first. » 

It is after the initial efoitement 
of hearing the news that our minds 
beoome attuned to the nature of 
the calamity and begin to realize 
wbat a terrible loss has been ana- 
tained. 

It ia when the realisation oomes 
that sympathy flowa ont to the be¬ 
reaved, and the West, in its com¬ 
parative immunity from disasters 
of a like nature, ia oapable of ex¬ 
tending to the East the sympathy 
of whioh men and women are 
oapable. 

Are yon an Advocate subscriber 


U. 8, Secretary of War, Garrison, 
favors a co'onial form of govern¬ 
ment for the United States insular 
possessions simi'ar to that which 
England has granted to her Over¬ 
seas possessions. The secretary 
gave expression to these opinions 
whi'e in discussion with some 
prominent American citizens. 

He admitted that the opinions 
were his own, and that he had not 
taken the matter up with the 
presideut. 

There seems to be some probabi! 
ity that during the next session 
the secretary of War will take the 
question up, recommending to the 
president the granting of citizen¬ 
ship to Porto Ricans; which wonld 
give them the right to make their 
own laws, not exo'nsive of Tariff 
laws 

The secretary of War believes 
that Porto Rico should have the 
same privileges and rights as those 
enjoyed by Canada. 

First Ship Through Canal 

The first deep draft vessel to 
pass through the Panama Canal 
from ocean to ocean will be one 
of the government Panama rail¬ 
road steamers now mooing bet¬ 
ween New York and Colon, if the 
plan whioh secretary Garrison has 
in contemplation finally ia adopted. 
The secretary’s idea is to allow 
Col. Goethals all the time he re¬ 
quires to oomplete the canal and 
experiment with it before this 
initial trip ia made. Then, having 
aboard President Wilson and some 
of the members of the cabinet, the 
congressional oommittees having 
jnriadiotion over the canal and a 
few newspaper men, the Panama 
liner will pass through the water¬ 
way from Christebal, on the At¬ 
lantic side, to Balboa, on the 
Pacifio side.

SYNOPSIS Of CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS

T HE Hole head of s family, or any 
ma'.e over 18 yoara old, may home¬ 
stead a quar'er section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Hands 
Agency or Sub Agency for the District 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—dix months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of' 
three years. A homesteader muy live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions A habitable bouse is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
Bection alongside his homestead. Price 
93 per acre. Duties—Six . month. resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on J 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his i 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
93 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 9300.

A SOARING SKYSCRAPER 


Six Stories Without Foundation Is 
Unique Departure In Building 

la Now York one of the most unique 
departures In building construction ev¬ 
er attempted la In progress. The 
twelve atory building of the Consolid¬ 
ated Gas Company now being erected 
at Fifteenth street and Irving place 
has six atorlesAhat are practically 
aoarihg In midair without foundation. 

The Engineering News explains the 
phenomenon, as follows: 

As the old building Is not strong 
enough to hear this additional weight 
It was decided to suspend six of the 
seven additional stories from heavy 
girders, the girders themselves be¬ 
ing -supported on steel columns 250 
feet hlgdi, reaching to the ground, 
alongside the old building. The sev¬ 
enth additional story rests on the 
girders. 

The largest girders are alxty-threi 
feet long, eight fee* deep, and weigh 
forty tons each. They are r.t an ele~| 
vatioi of 250 feet above Fifteenth 
street. The eight girders, having a 
total weight of 800 tens were conveyed 
to the'foot of East Fifteenth street on 
one lighter. Th fj were carried sing¬ 
ly from there to the Job on trucks of 
special constructior each drawn by 
thirty-four horses. The truck wheels 
were of steel and had eighteen-inch 
treads. The girder were unloaded 
from the trucks and placed upon the 
street by means of a large utecl stiff- 
leg derrick with a seventy-foot boom, 
installed on ihe nineteen:', floor of 
the new building. The girders were 
lifted one at a time, by this same 
derrick and placed in their * espective 
positions. The actual hoisting and 
placing of the girder; required twelve 
Lours, distributed ever Aug. 1 to 3; 
the last girde:-, weighing forty tons, 
being lifted and placed in twelve min¬ 
utes. 

The uplift, at the outer end* of the 
derrick sills was take: by steel 
beams and one and one-fourth-inch 
steel cables, the latter carried down 
five stories and there attached to the 
columns at their .intersection with the 
floor girders. in addition, nine ad¬ 
jacent pauels of the building struct¬ 
ure were diagonally braced in both 
directions with steel cable;, to resist 
all tendency toward rucking the build¬ 
ing horizontally. No vibration was 
detected when the girders were set 
in place. 

To Develop Zinc Mine* 

After listening to statements by 
members of the Board of Trade and 
mining men of the district, in which 
the necessity for the continuation by 
the Dominior Cover imeiit of experi¬ 
ments in the treatment of complex 
zinc ore3 and for the appointment of 
a royal commission to make a thor¬ 
ough investigation into the require¬ 
ments of the mining industry v.as urg¬ 
ed. Hon. Louis Soderrc, Secretary of 
State and Minister of Mines, has des¬ 
patched Dr. Eugene Haanel, director 
of the Federal Department of Mines, 
instructions to authorize E. Didolph to 
proceed at once with the work at'the 
zinc plant in Fatrview. Expenses of 
the work will be covered by $30,000, 
which remains of the grant of $50,000 
originally made for the purpose of ex¬ 
periments in methods of treating zinc 
ores

Bake it in Clay into a Solid Mats and 
Carve it With an Axe 

When a Maine Indian has the choice 
of a hedgehog, a s'/link, a woodchuck 
and a muskrat for dinner he will elk. 
lt-c; the first named invarl-bly and\ 
take the skunk as second choice, leav¬ 
ing the woodchuck, whic_ is the only 
one of the lot a Maine white man will 
taste, to the last. Unlike the skunk 
and the woodchuck, which are lean 
i-'ie.-t for a few months 
In tl.e fall, or the muskrat, which ig 
ne--er la* and wh‘- has a strong flav¬ 
or in spite o.’ larboiling, the hedge¬ 
hog Is always in edible condition and 
lias meat tbat Is as tender and white 
as that of a spring chicken. 

The method cf cooking a hedgehog 
is so simple that a novice can learn in 
one short lesson. When the eplcv 
is permitted to makt a . choice he 
should' shun the large old males, 
which at times weigh thirty or forty 
pounds. The preparation consists in 
removing tlia risceia, washing out the 
interior and filling the cavity with 
slices of f. *. pork, peeled raw potatoes, 
sprigs of spearmint and v*!d celery 
from the rook. 

Then, without removing th: quills or 
skinning, the-body is plastered thickly 
with wet clay from the nearest bank. 
Tbe muddy, bulky mass is thrust into 
live coals and covered with blazing 
fagots to be roasted for two hours. 

On removal from tlie coals, the clay 
is found to have been baked into a 
hard solid mass, which must be 
broken open with an qx or a heavy 
stone, whereupon the skiOtand quills 
of the animal cling to the/uay wrap¬ 
ping and fall away, leaving the clean 
white meat ready to be eaten.
